irresistible. 
The imp ortant thing, in view 
of the menace of commUnism. is to start 
this transition in orderly fashion and see 
it through until the new nations can stand 
on their own feet. 
Naturally these awakening p eop les are 
imp ati« it.

This develop ment must 
be started quickly by the west and carried 
on by methods that p reserve native liberties 
where communism would destroy them.

Ho w th e Red s Tried to Make Vs Crawl 


In asking congress for a joint resolution 
authorizing him to tenninate the state of 
war with Germany, President Truman p ut 
this country into step with France and 
Great Britain In p reliminary movea to re­ 
store German indep endence. No immediate 
change in the occup ation regime would 
follow, nor would the status of American 
claims to rep arations or the p rogram of the 
alien jnop erty custodian be affected. The 
idea right now is to give a lift to the 
German p ecó le. 
The p resident p rop erly used the occasion 
for a little counter-p rop aganda, reminding 
that the Soviet Union had interfered with 
p lans for "a rep resentative democratic gov­ 
ernment in a unified Germany.” His request 
was in line with the current western p olicy 
of building up a freely electod German 
government and returning to the German 
p « H>le an Increaflng degree of control ovy 
their own affairs. 
All this was familiar stuff, in tect tre- 


ditlonal, and took no account of the rough 
road the advocates of democracy were hav­ 
ing, even in West Germany. The p resident 
is being criticised in some quarters for his 
cautiousness, but the fact remains that Ger­ 
many must be turned loose sometime and 
p ut mi her own resp onsibility. It wasn’t 
exactly up to Mr. Truman to list the dif­ 
ficulties of the p rocess. 
#h the other hand, he might p rop erly 
have borrowed from General Elsenhower 
and made p rop aganda for some degree of 
p olitical consolidation in Europ e to give 
the sup reme commander a chance to do 
what so badly needs doing. Without such 
a structure, the odds seem to be against 
any certainty that Germany will, as the 
p resident declared, “resume its resp onsi­ 
bilities as a member of the world commu­ 
nity, anxious to join with its free neighbors 
in maintaining the p eace and fostaring the 
p rqgp trity of Europ e.” And the United 
States can’t do everything, however strongly

Last Sunday, when top analysts wrote 
their usual “think p ieces,” one reid ap iin 
sp oculoticms regarding Russia’s intentions 
in p romoting the North Korean ceasa-flre. 
One of our most brilliant corresp ondents, 
Mr. C. L. Sulzberger, of the 
New York Times, concluded: 
“It is most likely that the 
next p hase of such a (Rus­ 
sian) trend (exp ansion) will 
develop In the Middle East 
But when is anybody’s gueu 
. . . anybody but Stalin’s. Ha 
knows.” 
Perhap s he does. But sup ­ 
p ose he does not have any 
clear notion at all of what to 
do next?

Stalin no less than other statesmen? 
The p ersistent belief that the kremlin 
Is op erating under a master p lan, in which 
every move has been long calculated; that 
nothing Russian leaders do is ever by rule 
of thumb, but fits into a consistent p attern 
for world ctmquest, while the democracies 
fumble, without a bluep rint, or long view, 
may be one of Stalin’s greatest assets.

And to 
attribute a deep design to every move, to

classic dip lomatic error.

cleared out of the town. 
When a communist breaks 
his p romise a free man—after 
all these yap p ing years of ex­ 
p erience—should not be sur­ 
p rised. The communists broke 
their p romise to keep Kaesong 
neutral. 
As long as General Ridg­

seemed inevitable. 
Just think of it! To sit down and talk about 
an armistice with an enemy we had been badly 
bleeding we had to be Insp ected by his sentries, 
enter the city at hli convenience and limit our 
p ersonnel to the typ e and number he ap p roved.

I THINK it interesting to review events lead­ 
ing up to Friday’s decision that insists the com­ 
mies neutralize Kaesong before talks are re­ 
sumed. Here they are; 
Sunday U.S. Airforce Colonel Andrew Kinney 
led a group of United Nations officers to Kaesong 
to arrange for a meeting of the major p artici­ 
p ants. Reviewing his visit with the communi.st.s, 
at a night p re.ss conference, Colonel Kinney said 
the town was in retl hands. 
Shocked, I asked; 
“You Bsean communist soldiers occup y Kae­ 
song?” 
He rep lied “definitely” and insisted the com­ 
munists were the “hosts.” 
At that p oint the Eighth army sp okesman 
step p ed forward and said the censor could not 
p ass Colonel Kinney’s statement because it was 
of “military value.” 
I alaek ray neck out by saying. “We had been 
aasured that Kaeaong was a neutral city. The 
American p eop le arc entitled ta knew we p lan ta 
hold p eace talka la a tawa eocap led by araicd 
cmamaateta. Beeaoac 1 regard thto ef vital im- 
p ortaace I tto act feel ebligated ta abide by 
ceasership .” 
Thirty minutes later the censors after high- 
level consultation released our stories branding 
Kaesong as communist-held.

It’s now obvious that after Kinney s initial 
Insp ection we should have demanded that the 
commies live up to their neutral city understand­ 
ing.

In fact, it is generally known that an Amer­ 
ican battalion had already been alerted for such 
service.

NEVERTHELESS, in genuino-lf naive—hop o 
that they could function in a communist-held 
town the main delegation, headed by Admiral 
Joy, was ordered (by whatever p ower is con­ 
trolling the Unltkl Nations moves here) to Kae­ 
song on Tuesday.

In a letter to me. a well-informed Jap a­ 
nese businessman states his interp retation 
of the reasons why soviet Russia may have 
desired an end to 
the fighting in Korea. 
The views of this 
man are his own and 
cannot be interp reted to be 
those of Jap an or of the Jap a­ 
nese government. Nevertheless, 
they op en some avenues of 
sp eculation which have not oc- 
. curred 
to our 
arm-c h a i r 
‘strategists in Washington far 
from the comp lex scene in 
Asia. 
He says that soviet leaders 
may well be concerned lest 
Mao Tse-tung and a consoli- 
dated Red China may sometime be a very 
troublesome threat to Russian interests in 
Asia. Thereiore, they are not averse to a 
scattering of Mao’s military p otential to 
soutiiem and southeastern Asia, They are 
willing to have the red Chinese worry the 
w« rtern nations by thrusts toward Malaya, 
Indo-China and India. That would defi­ 
nitely p lay the soviet game and also keep 
China off balance and weak against Rus­ 
sian encroachments in Northeastern Asia. 
My Jap anese corresp ondent is not at all 
assured that a cease-fire in Korea will end 
our troubles with 
Mao. He p oints out that 
Mao may want a negotiated truce merely 
to get a p olitical solution on his own terms. 
In the Chinese civil war he made rejieated 
agreements 
with 
Chiang Kai-shek 
and 
violated them all 
when it suited his p ur­ 
p oses to do so. The struggle in Asia, says 
this Jap anese, will be a long one, and the 
western nations will face a challenge that 
wiU Just a g enera tio n o r mo re. 


His letter further exp resses the view, 
following 
MacArthur’s 
advice, 
that 
we 
should give Chiang the arms he needs and 
p ermit him to keep the Chinese reds off 
balance by a threat to op en hostilities on 
the Chinese mainland. Also, that we should 
help and encourage the guerrilla forces in 
the interior of China.

Much of this makes good sense, esp e­ 
cially the p oint that Russia wants to re­ 
move the heat of actual warfare from 
the neighborhood of Eastern Siberia and 
her interests in Msnchuris. Hanson Bald­ 
win, military commentator of the New 
York p m es, makes the p oint that the so­ 
viet has lost no imp ortant military force 
in the Korean war. The tanks and p lanes 
destroyed have been mostly exp endsbic, 
outdated typ os. Russia’s losses have been 
insignificant, and the cares nothing for 
the deaUis of Chinese. Her real reason 
for favoring a ceaae-fire is to remove the 
p ossibility of American bombing of Man­ 
churian bases. For Russia does not want 
to p rovoke a world war now.

President Tru­ 
man, and General Marshall are in agree­ 
ment. Thus, the Rus.sian leaders arc
